Somewhat over a century ago three New Englanders were 
sent over to India, and when they returned they toured the 
country, suggesting that the churches have a common cause to 
work for, and they formed “The General Convention of the Bap- 
tist Denominations.” For a time most sects were in agreement 
with the objectives of the General Convention, but after some 
years the fundamentalists withdrew, and they preferred to be 
called “Primitive Baptists.” They held that the others had de- 
parted from the original body. They held extreme Calvinistic 
views, such as predestination. 

About Baptism, of course, they hold that it must be by 
immersion, that it could be conferred only by believers. 

They are confined chiefly to the states of the south 

Of course, there are no Primitive Baptists or Primitive Pro- 
testants of any sort, if they claim that Primitive Christianity 
upheld all of their teachings. 

There was a sect which left the Christian Church in the early 
centuries, because it believed that baptized infants should be

century. Evidently the Church of Christ had a very visible exist- 
ence throughout Europe and Asia from the first century to the 
sixteenth—and still has in this twentieth century. 

Christ's last prayer was for unity among His followers, and 
His prayer would evidently be heard. He declared that Huis 
Church would be recognized by its wnity and that this unity 
would be its chief difference in relation to all rival religions. It 
would be “one fold and one shepherd.” 

We can, by private interpretation of Scripture, find a text 
justifying every error existing in the world today. You would 
hardly call a Church “one” which has as many divisions, even 
the United States, not to speak of the rest of the world, as have 
most parent Protestant religions. Did they not divide precisely 
because of disagreement concerning doctrine and practice’ 

There is a tendency to-day for a number of divisions within 
sects to reunite, but only by compromising on matters which, 
during the four centuries, caused them to disunite.
